For Isolationism 


One disturbing aspect of the Middle 
East War is the shot in the arm it gives 
to the latent isolationist sentiment in this 
country. As New York Times writer, 
James Reston sums it up: ys 

“Britain and France, by their break 
with Washington and their move on 
Egypt, have encguraged here the one 
thing they fear the most: The strength- 
ening of American isolationist sentiment.” 


From the isolationists’ point of view, 
the crisis could not have come at a bet- 
ter time. The old cries against “perfidious 
Albion,” the “unreliable French,” the 
United Nations, internationalists and the 
Israelis are being revived. 


This country has spent the last 15 
years in a desperate effort to build a sys- 
tem of collective security through the 
U.N. and a system of alliances. NATO is a 
prime example. It goes without question 
that the old Nationalist battle against 
all of these will be renewed. Even Sen. 
George now fears that NATO will be 
destroyed. The war against foreign aid 
will be intensified. 

Few expect that the isolationists will 
win but they can weaken our efforts to 
build a permanent system of interna- 
tional security. Even though the Middle 
East fracas proves such a system has not 
been achieved, we must never stop trying. 
The job now is to restore and strengthen 
our alliances in order to forestall future 
outbreaks. 

In refusing to censure any of the 
parties concerned in his address Wednes- 
day night, President Eisenhower showed 
his awareness that this country’s future 
course must be toward greater—not less— 
participation in world affairs. 

But the McCarthys, the Jenners, the 
Malones and the Knowlands, as Reston 
points out, “will be recalling the events 
of this week for as long as they hold 
their places in the Senate.” ‘ 

Now is not the time to throw up our 
hands in despair and to tell the rest of 
the world to go hang. We could not do it 
if we wanted to because the country’s 
economic and military security alike de- 
pend upon increasing contact with all 
countries. : 

But the action in Egypt by our allies 
has assured a renewal of the old con- 
troversies. 

Meanwhile, the United Nations is 
moving in the right direction in the Mid- 
dle East crisis. World opinion may yet 
lead to consultations leading. to an accept- 
able solution. The United States is taking 
the only possible course in pressing for a 
peaceful settlement through this agency.

Only Law Enforcement | 
Can End This Killing 


Eleven more Georgians died on the 
state’s roads over last weekend. This 
shocking fact doesn’t even make front 
page news any more. It’s routine. 

There is an answer to this highway 
murder but it’s still to be applied. It lies 
in law enforcement and the setting up of 
a State Patrol adequate to the task. 

Frankly, all other methods seem to 
have failed. Appeals to public reason ap- 
parently are useless. Appeals to mortality, 
conscience and decency have failed to 
check the ever-climbing death toll. 

Last year the number of deaths on 
Georgia roads passed 1,000. This year it 
is expected to be even greater. 

Rationalizing does not help, either. 
Even though there may be fewer deaths 
per mile of travel, the number killed 
still goes higher. It is small comfort to 
know that death will not come until a 
few hundred more miles are traveled. 

Roads must be improved and will be 
improved but highway killing will con- 
tinue until murderers and would-be mur- 
derers are treated as such. The quicker 
we make up our minds to that the quick- 
er can a start be made toward ending 
this horrible slaughter.

Competitive Politics 
Means Good Government 


Legal maneuvers have made a> free 
expression of opinion difficult for the 
people of two Georgia counties. 


Efforts to get the name of competi- 
tors of regular Democratic nominees on 
the ballots of Long and Telfair counties 
have been overruled by the courts. 

In Long County, the Good Govern- 
ment League failed to get the recognition 
it wanted from the State Democratic 
Party. So the league moved into the Re- 
publican camp. But the regular party 
organization’s thesis that the league’s 
candidates were not properly certified ‘was 
upheld. Therefore, there will be no Re- 
publican candidates for county office in 
Long on Nov. 6. f 

Telfair County’s group of protestants 
met the same fate. Indignant over the 
early primary there (it was held in May 
a year ago), a group of Telfair citizens 
organized the Late Primary Party. Its 
nominees were to oppose the regular 
Democratic nominees in the general elec- 
tion next Tuesday. A court decision, 
though, held that their names could not 
go on the ballot. Members of the Late 
Primary Party then announced a drive 
for write-in votes and have petitioned 
Gov. Marvin Griffin for police protec- 
tion at the polls. 

In each of these instances, groups of 
Democrats unhappy with the way the 
affairs of their party were being conduct- 
ed at the local level attempted a reform 
within the framework of the law and 
party rules, but without success. 

The courts ruled atcording to the law 
and in each case the rebels were wrong. 
It was a couple of nice tries, though, 
heartening to those who believe that po- 
litical ferment and strife” are healthy 
things. 

In a one-party state, it is possible for 
a party to operate very much as it pleases 
without too much fear of the conse- 
quences.

ASSESSORS’ DEFENSE 
Assessors, the jury added, “‘are 
open to criticism for handling the 
reappraisal as they did.”’ 
In defending their changing of 
figures, the assessors have said 


in the past that this was done to 


correct ‘“‘inequities’’ and errors. 
They added that they, and not 
Hunnicutt, were legally responsi- 
ble for the valuations that were 
used. 

In a study of valuations on over 
100 parcels of-real estate the jury 
aSserted it found approximately 70 
per cent were increased and 30 
per cent decreased. Those par- 
céls with the largest percentage 
inerease, however, were “almost 
inyariably under-assessed prior to 
the reappraisal,” the jury ex- 
plained. 

FIGURES INCREASED 

The presentments went on to 
say that the jury found many of 
Hunnicutt’s figures were in- 
créased. ““These increases seem to 
follow such a pattern (that) the 
natural conclusion is that the in- 
creases were for the purpose of 
increasing revenue and not to cor- 
rect Hunnicutt appraisals.”
